T h e Idea That t h e System 
Might 
Better Be Sold Gets a Black ,

City Clerk R. P. Chaddock read his 
annual report of tbe water works de- 
pai^tinent before the board of public 
works last eveninfr 
The report when 
aualy/.ed shows that the water system 
s paying- the city a profit of $800 per 
year. 


The actual receipts from water reiît^ 
als was reported to be $(5,974.(53. Be- 
sides the city has 112 hydrants and 
water troughs, water at the city hall, 
at the scliool buildingfs and at the Mor- 
ton cemetery, which at a low estimate 
would cost the citv from a private com- 
pany the sum of $3,000 annually. The 
addition of the $(),9T4 ()3 received from 
water rents and the $3,000 worth of wa- 
ter used by the city make a total of 
$9,974,03 as the true 
total 
receipts 
of the system. 
The operating expenses 
for the year were $2,()<)5 78. 
Subtract- 
ng the cost of operation from the re- 
ceipts of the plant leaves a balance of 
$($,308.85, which represents the profit of 
the plant less interest on the bonds. 


There are outstanding $92,000 of wa- 
ter works bonds and the annual inter- 
est is $5,5.>(j.38, leaving a balance of 
nearly $800 as profit for the system. 


Some [jeople have advised selling the 
plant to a private com))any. It would 
not bring more than $50,000 or $(>0,000 
and then the city would have to pay in- 
terest on about $40,000 of watei' bonds, 
and yet own no water system. It was 
talked at the board meeting last night 
that about $20,( 00 of the water bond 
were spent in building the Britain ave- 
nue viaduct.

He drove on 
the bridge that spans the creek known 
as the Stewart drain and when horses 
and wagon had reached the center of 
the structure it gave way and man 
team and wagon fell with the bridge, 
six feet to the bottom of the drain. The 
horses in their elVorts to extricate them 
selves seriously and permanently in- 
jured Mr. Pearl and he has been undei 
a physician's care ever since. He is 
not able to work and though only 40 oi 
45 years old i e will 
likely never be 
able to work again. 


x\her the accident an investigation 
showed that the bridge had been prac- 
tically undermined, that the mudsills 
were a foot to 18 inches above tbe bet 
of the stream. 
The bridge bad not 
be6n inspected for three years and Mr 
Pearl alleges that but for the gross 
negligence of the township the acci- 
dent would never have occurred. 


The reason that suit had not been 
started before is that Mi*. Pearl has en 
deavored to secure a ])eaceable settle- 
ment with the township, but he has 
now given up that hope. 


The uneven ligure of $11,800 asked as 
damages is explained by the fact that 
Mr. Pearl has spent $1,'800 in the past 
two years in doctor's bill and in hiring 
work done that he could have 
done 
hipsolf had not the accident occurred 
ap'd the remaining $10,000 is the figure 
he places on his damages.

BARON HICKEY DEAD. 


Remarkable Character of Three 
Continents Dies by His Own 
Hand in Texas. 


HAD TEOUBLE WITH HIS WIFE, 


Who Wun the I)iiu|cliter o f the Great Oil 
Atagiiut«! F lagler—Cliiliiicti To ñ o Kins; 
of Trliildiul iMlaiid 
Hiul Fought Nuiner*

11. — Baron 
H arden Hickey, better known as the 
Prince of Trinidad, committed suicide 
at the Pierson liotei in thiis city. 
Ser­ 
vants in tiie hotel discovered t hat the b ar­ 
on was dead at noon yesterday, and tlie 
Indications were that he died during the 
night from drugs taken with suicidal 
intent. 
He left a letter addressed to 
his wife at Corona, Cal., in which he 
stated that he was going to die. 
De­ 
ceased married a daughter of John H. 
Flagler, of New York, the Standard Oil 
magnate, in 1891. Baron Hickey attained 
notoriety some time ago when he took 
possession of Trinidad Island and pro­ 
claimed himself military dictator. 


IVai» a I’artlMiiii o f the 8tiiui'tn. 


Baron H arden Hickey was the first 
.jf the royal dynasty of Trinidad. 
He 
was born in San Francisco on Dec. 8, 
1854. of a Roman Catholic and old royal­ 
ist family. His ancestors, the Hickeys, 
originally came from Ireland, havinii 
accompanied the banished royal Stuarts 
of England in their 
ilight to France. 
The young baron was educated at the 
College of Jesuits at Namur and after­ 
wards at Leipsic. 
Here he established 
a reputation as a first class and fear­ 
less duelist. When 19 years old he en­ 
tered the French military college at St. 
Cyr. but he abandoned a martial life 
on the death of his father, in 1S73, and 
devoted his life to sculpture and literary 
pursuits. His talents first found recog- 
niton In the shape of translations for 
English magdisines. He also wrote quite 
a 
number 
of 
works 
in 
the 
Irish 
language. 


Him LotM (»fTrtinhle In France. 


Tn 1878 he started a weekly satirical 
paper In Paris called La Trlbclet, which 
kept him in constant trouble. 
It was 
devoted to the Interests of the royalists, 
and its editor, the baron, made 114 a p ­ 
pearances in the police courts, paid fines 
amoutlng to 300.000 francs and fought 
no less than a dozen duels. Among his 
antagonists were Aurelian Schölte, A. 
Lavertugjon, Talne and De Cyon. 
He 
was 
eventually 
compelled 
to leave 
France, going to England. 
The baron 
was thoroughly conversant 
with 
the 
Sankrlt language, and after studying 
Its literature determined to propagate 
the religion of Buddha throughout the 
United States. In the meantime he met 
and married 
Miss Anna Flagler, the 
daughter of the Standard Oil magnate, 
and gave up his Intentions In that di­ 
rection. 
He then set about starting a 
new kingdom on the Inland of Trinidad, 
but the revolution In Brazil interfered 
with his plans. 


lliM l.««tler to lliH Wir«>. 


Papers found among the dead baron’s 
effects indicate that he and his wife 
could not agree. He left some very rlcb 
Jewels In his trunk here, one of them a 
crown. The baron arrived In El P asi­ 
ón the 3rd InEt., and remained quietly at 
the Pler.son hotel, not making known 
his identity. 
The baroness has 
hoen 
wired for Instruction? as to disposition 
of the remains. 
Baron Hickey’s lette^ 
to his wife reads as follows: 


“My Dearest—No news from you, al­ 
though you have had plenty of time to 
answer. I ex}»ect to leave this hotel to­ 
morrow or the day after. 
Hardez hur. 
written mo that he has no one In view 
for buying my land at present. Well. 1 
shall have drained the cup of bitterness 
to the very dregs, but I do not complain. 
I prefer to be a dead gentleman to 
living blackguard. 
Good-bye. 
I 
for­ 
give your conduct toward me. and trust 
you will be able to forgive yourself.”

and that in his Judgment the effect 
would be to end his usefulness as the 
representative of Spain at Washington. 
This was Tuesday night, before the pub­ 
lications had appeared. A cable from 
Madrid yesterday says that the Spanish 
cabinet has accepted the resignation. 
Senor 
Lome is acting on the pre­ 
sumption that his services are closed 
and is preparing his household for de­ 
parture. No time has been fixed for his 
leaving. 
F or Ihe present he continues 
to exercise hiS functions as minister. 
On his being relieved, the first secre­ 
tary of the legation, Senor Pablo Soler, 
will be charge d’affaires ad Interim. 
The latter has had long experience in 
diplomacy and at one time \vas confiden­ 
tial secretary to the late premier of Fpain. 
Senor Canovas. It Is not expected tl.nt 
the service as charge will bo more than 
temporary, as a new minister, chosen 
from 
Premier 
Sagasta’s Liberal ad­ 
herents, Is expected to be named at an 
early day. 


While the foregoing gives the action 
taken by the Spanish authorities, the 
results m ay be considerably affected by 
the steps taken by the state depart­ 
ment. The departm ent Is acting with­ 
out reference to the minister’s resigna­ 
tion. 
It shaped Its action after receiv­ 
ing the original letter written by Do 
Lome to Canalejas. 
The original came 
Into the possnssion of the department 
Wednesday and was carried by Judge 
Day, assistant secretary of state, to the 
minister’s residence. The meeting could 
not have been other than painful. There 
was no denial on the part of the min­ 
ister. 
When Judge Day learned direct 
from the minister that the letter was 
genuine 
the 
cablegram 
to 
General 
AVoodford was sent. 


When Inquiries 
were 
made at the 
Spanish lej;^tlon yesterday as to how 
the letter reached the hands of the Cu­ 
ban Junta It was said that the stnte- 
ments made by the Junta as to Can­ 
alejas’ receiving the letter were abso­ 
lutely false. 
Private inquiries, it was 
stated, had been made through a New 
York gentleman, which had discl»»s»nl 
that Canalejas had never seen th»* let­ 
ter. This Inquiry was sent by cable di­ 
rect to C?analejas. now at Madrid, and 
he was asked If he had ever received a 
letter of the character described. 
To 
this Senor Canalejas answered that he 
never recelverVthe letter and knew noth­ 
ing of Its contents; that If he had re­ 
ceived it he would have made an an 
swer to the letter. 


There has never been an acknowledg­ 
ment or an 
answer from 
Canalejas. 
After this statement, direct from Can­ 
alejas. the Spanish authorities regard it 
as plain tliat the letter was stolen In 
transit, and that the reports of Canale­ 
jas receiving It and reading It to Dr. 
Congosto are fabrications Intended to 
cover up the plan by which the letter 
w’as abstracted. The fact that the en­ 
velope was not produced Is taken as 
another evidence that the letter was 
taken In transit, as the envelope would 
have disclosed he potstm afks with th*» 
time of sending and receipt, both In this 
country and H avana, If it ever reached 
th at place.

companies 
through different states for delivery U 
the Union Stock yards In Chicago is 
decided to be Interstate commerce until 
delivered at such stock yard». 


The terminal charge Is dealt with by 
thecommisslon Irrespective of thetrans 
portatlon charge to Chicago. Live stock 
shipped to Chicago Is necessarily dellv 
ered for m arketing at the yards (if th 
Union Stock yards and Transit com 
pany. In reaching its destination, car 
loads of live .«iiock pass over the tracks 
of that company which connect the vari 
ous lines of ihe defendants with Its 
yards. For many years the defendant 
have performed the service of moving 
without cha.'ge. Beginning June I. 1894 
the stock 
yards 
imposed a trackage 
charge upon each car moving in or ou' 
Thereupon the various defendants col 
lected a terminal charge of $2 per car 
for switching of all cars of live stoel 
to the stock y'ards. In addition to the

Th commiv.slon decides that the car 
riers might relmbur.se themselves fo 
the trackage charge Imposed by thf- 
Union Stock Yards and Transit com 
pany, but they' ought not ti> exact an:

Pay of OI«l Tim e A rcltltcclt. 


As near as wo can discovor the nrchi* 
tect of “ yo olden tymo” did uot receivo 
for his services a very e.\orbitanl sum. 
lieoently some members of tho French 
school at Delphi unearthed several slabs 
of marble which bear inscriptions of 
great interest, dating as they do from 
the fourth century before Christ. The 
inscriptions, which cover about 200 
lines, give the price of work for build­ 
ing i)peratlons in Greece at tho period 
named, and from them we learu that an 
arcliitect was paid at the rate of ^Itiu 
per annum or less. 
This was little 
enough surely, even if its purchasing 
power is multiplied, as it should be. 
five or six limes. Sir Christopher Wren 
received for his services the nni^iiificent 
sum of §1,000 per year for nunetlnui 2U 
years while rehnihling liondou. Hi.-«- 
head draftKunin ri'ceived nb»>ut ^300 per 
year, while assistants received from 
to $12n per year. French and Uer- 
man arehiteets were not even so well 
]iai(l at the sanio period. Bad as this 
WU.S it was better than tho remunera­ 
tion nniny of the older architects re­ 
ceived, for in the far east if au artist 
mado a noble design anderectcda build- 
ing worthy of admiration his chances of 
being “ suddenly removed” by order of 
the king were many. This step was 
taken in order to iirevent a rival king 
from obtaining the services of an arelil- 
teet who might he able to so improve 
his plans tiuit a liner aud uobler build­ 
ing wruild Im) executed.—Architecture 
aud Building.
